This Office Action corresponds to application 10/706,656 which was filed on 
11/12/2003. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8-13, 15, 16, 19-22, 24 and 27-31 (now renumbered 1- 
22) have been found allowable over the cited prior art of record.
